It bis bug been a ijopular thing lo lalk 


of gciug wosl audengogi'ig lu tlioctiltiva 
lloo of the soil. On llio nholo it it not n 
t«d Ibiug to do so ; Ijtit It is still tielttr to 
infest iu Eastern farms and [j'jrsue tLo sami 
cilling here. Tliero ore plenty of /arms iu 
New Euglind ivlicli cau lie obhiued for less 
tusney than !t would cost lo trnusjiort a 
fiajlly U Minnesota and settle tlioui theto 
Iu the rudest dwelling. On these farms, Ilia 
can be bought for less money than it wouli 
co*t to erect the bmldjgoa ou them, for 
hardly more indeed than tho cost of tlio 
•tone walls tb»t surround tba fields, families 
crnb« brought up !D comfort, wliilo the 
farm is ye«rly improved and increased iu 
T«!ue. This it not mers theory, but it has 
been dona and is done, by hundreds of dili 
Kent ind shrewd Massachusetts Yankees 
There are unsuccessful farmers, of courso.ns 
there »re unsuccessful merchauts and manu 
ficturera, but the rnan who h»s energy, in 
duitry tad brains, ia more euro of makiug a 
Htlug and bettering hia condition by farm- 
ing thau by almost any oilier occupation. 
The prizes are not so great as in some em 
plojiueuls, but the Hunks arc fever. 


THIKGS THAT PAY. 


It pays to haro a,garden, if you will take 


care of it: if you can't or won't, dou't at- 
tempt it. Perhaps a dozen of your neigh- 
bors aro in tho «amo flij in which case you 
"light club togotlier nnd biro a gardener ou 
ttie "co-opcrntwe plan." if you make, a 
garden, It pays lo enrich tho ground liber- 
ally. Nothing from nothing i.1 ouo of nn- 
ture's liy-laws if not a part of the constitu- 
tion of things. Stable manure is adequate 
for nearly all purposes, but good superphos- 
phate is more convenient, and Las tho ad- 
ranUgt of being free from weeds. Tho 
value of Vood ashes.ospecially for potatoes, 
p«a«, early beans, etc., is also Tery great. 
It p»y« lo withhold your seeding until the 
ground is dry and can bo thoroughly pul- 
Terized, particularly for all root crops, and 
for corn. The distorted and crooked par- 
nups, salisfy and radishes, and the Blow 
growing and stunted corn, are re suits 
generally duo to soggy and lumpy noil. It 
pays to hava a wait through your garden, 
each way, made with a loose slono founda- 
tion and filled in with coal eshea. It pays 
to aow your vegetables in long rows, in- 
stead of in the old fashioned bods, and to 
u*e stakes and Una in planting everything, 
that your rows may be straight and even. 
It ptys to rotate crops from one spot in tho 
garden to another. When tho ground is 
wormy it pays to use lime. It pays to kill a 
weed wherever and as aoon as you see it.
